land, Spgin, the German Emperour, azd Princes by falſe Intelligence, By 
SeditiougPreachers, and Catechiſts, ſet up, ſent out, Maintained, and direGed 
what to preach in their own ,, .or other private , or publick Conventicles , and 
Field-meetings. 'By ſetting up : falſe pretended Titles to the Succeſſion of the 
Crown ; aud Animating different parties, one againſt another, on this or ſuch 
like falſe pretences, to Arne and put the People in Blood, upon the Kings death. 


We have found Dr. Oates's Obſervations ( as to theſe particulars, ) ſo 
punCtually true, that every ſyllable of what he has here deliver'd, is trom 
point to point, the very matter now in Agitation.
